Decision of Court of Appeals in the

Washington, 
Nov. 
13.—Following 
the recent action of the circuit court 
of apiieals in Chicago In refusing the 
I'nited State« government a rehear­ 
ing of the Standard Oil case, made 
famous by Its $29,000,000 fine, the de­ 
partment of justice officials decided to 
carry the case to the supreme court 
of the United States. 
The decision was reached after an 
all day conference between Attorney 
General Bonaparte and governm ent! 
attorneys who have been engaged In 
the case. 
It was found that a numbet 
of changes had been made in theopin 
Ion of the court of appeals originally 
rendered and that Judge Baker ot 
that court had hied a separate concur 
ring opinion which differed materially 
In its reasoning from that of Judge 
Grosscuy. 
Applications will be made to the su 
preme court for a writ of ceritorari to 
bring up ami review the action of the 
circuit court of appeals when that tri 
bunal reconvenes on Monday. Nov. 30. 
The following statement was issued 
by the department, following the ad­ 
journing of the final conference: 
“A prolonged conference was held 
at the department of justice with re­ 
spect to the action of the circuit court 
of appeals in Chicago in refusing a 
rehearing of the Standard Oil case. At 
different times during the day Attor­ 
ney General Bonaparte was In consul­ 
tation with Solicitor General Hoyt, 
United States Attorney Sims of Chi­ 
cago and his assistant, Mr. J. H. Wil- 
kerson, and F. B. Kellogg, special 
counsel in the civil suits against the 
Standard Oil company. 
It was found 
that a considerable number of changes 
had been made in the opinion of the 
court of appeals originally rendered 
and that Judge Baker of that court 
had Pled a separate concurring opin­ 
ion which differed materially in its 
reasoning from that of Judge Oross- 
cup. 
After a careful consideration of 
all phases of the situation, it was de­ 
termined that an application should 
be made to the supreme court of the 
United States when it reconvenes on 
Monday. Nov. 30, for a writ of cer­ 
tiorari to bring up and review’ the ac­ 
tion of the circuit court of appeals. 
The necessary papers for this purpose 
will be prepared without delay.”

lire and defeat for the Anti-Saloon 
league in every state where It had 
been attempted. 
State superintendents present as­ 
serted that the Prohibition party was 
their greatest foe in the fight to se­ 
cure the election of legislators favor­ 
able to temperanc* legislation. 
The 
liquor interests took 
advantage ot 
this fact, said the league officials, and 
used every means to further split the 
temperance ranks. 
National Superintendent Baker pub­ 
licly denounced the statement to the 
effect that he had received $1,000 from 
John D. Rockefeller for the national

Mr. Geiser’s declaration was made 
on cross-examination after he had de­ 
nied that he was compelled to sell 
his oil to the Prairie Oil and Gas com­ 
pany, an Oklahoma subsidiary of the 
Standard, and take whatever price it

Evidence Mostly Circum stantial. 


Laporte, Ind., Nov. 13.—The intro 
duetion of evldpnee in the trial of Ray 
Lamphere for the murder of Mrs. Gun- 
ness and her three children by setting 
fire to the house, will now begin, a 
jury having been s e c u re d and State’s j 
Attorney 
Smith 
having 
made 
his i 
opening statement to the jury before 
the adjournment of court for the day. j 
The twelve men accepted are Henry j 
Mill, aged sixty-five, retired farmer; 
William 
Glasgow, 
aged 
thirty-four, ! 
farmer; Jared Drollinger, aged fifty i 
eight, farmer; 
Richard H. Holland, ! 
aged fifty-three, farmer; 
Bruce Mc­ 
Cormick, aged fifty, carpenter; Charles 
Travis, aged forty-eight, farmer; Gif 
ford Hull, aged fifty-six, now town­ 
ship assessor; L B. Coiling«, aged 
forty, farmer; 
Gaylor Jessup, aged * 
fifty-eight, farmer; 
Frank A. Block, 
aged fifty four, merchant; Charles P. 
Nelson and Joseph Bents. 
Prosecutor Smith’s opening state- , 
ment to the Jury consumed an hour 
and in it he went much into details 
as to what he would prove. 
He took 
occasion early to say: 
“I want to set at rest any Idea that 
we are of necessity trying to fasten 
the crime upon anybody, no m atter 
who it may be. 
Somebody has been 
murdered, but it is your duty from 
the evidence to determine if Ray LarcP j 
phere is the guilty man. 
The evl- j 
dence will be largely circumstantial. 
There will be some evidence that is 
positive. 
People, when they set out 
to commit a crime, such as burning 
a house, do not start out with a brass 
band.” 
After the reading of the indictment 
Mr. Smith said: 


Poisoning 
Not Charged. 


"There has been a lot of talk in the 
questioning by the defense about poi­ 
soning. 
We charge Ray Lamphere 
with setting fire to Belle Gunness’ 
house. 
I do not know whether the de­ 
fense will offer the poison theory or 
not, hut the evidence will prove the 
charges as we have made them In the 
indictment. 
The first element of our 
proof will «how that Ray Lamphere 
set fire to the house. 
The second ele­ 
ment of proof will he that by reason 
of that fire Belle Gunness and her 
three children were burned.” 
After reading the Indiana statute, 
which provides that where a person 
or persons lose their lives in a fire 
wilfully started by another it becomes 
murder in the first degree and is 
punishable by death or life imprison­ 
ment, Prosecutor Smith stated "all we 
are required to show is that the de­ 
fendant set fire to the house and that 
these occupants lost their lives by 
reason of this act.” 
The prosecutor then gave the his­ 
tory of Mrs. Gunness and referred to 
the fact that Mrs. Gunness must have 
engaged 
in 
the 
wholesale 
murder 
business for after the fire ten bodies 
were found buried on her farm. 
The 
prosecutor then took up the acquain­ 
tanceship of Ray Lamphere and Mrs. 
Gunness. related the troubles which 
the two had had and touched on the 
murder of Andrew Helgelein of Aber­ 
deen, S. D., who came to Laporte to 
marry Mrs. Gunness and from whom 
Mrs. Gunness secured $3,000 before 
she murdered him. 
Mr. Smith then 
said ‘‘Ray Lamphere received part of 
this monev and 
it was over this 
amount that Mrs. Gunness and Lam- 
phere fell out.” 
Mr. Smith said that 
the evidence will show that Lamphere 
made remarks to various persons in­ 
dicating his 


H atred of Mrs. Gunness 


and his intention to do her harm. In­ 
cluding statem ents that he knew how 
to get money from her. 
The fear that 
Mrs. Gunness felt for Lamphere was 
touched on and then the prosecutor 
took up the story of the night of the 
fire and what the state wrould prove. 
He said 
that by 
Lamphere’s 
own 
statement it would be proven that he 
set the alarm clock at Mrs. Smith’s 
house where he spent the night for 
3 o’clock in the morning of April 28, 
and that fifteen or twenty minutes 
later he left there. 
"We will also prove,” continued the 
state’s attorney, “by Lamphere’s own 
statement that he took the road going 
by the Gunness house and that be was 
on the spot when the Are broke out 
about 4 o’clock.

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TO THE FEDERAL 
SUPREME COURT 


Government Will Carry Its Case 
Against the OII Trust. 


CONFERENCE IN WASHINGTON 


Held Between Attorney General Bona 
parte and Government Attorneye to 
Decide Upon What Cooree to Pur* 
eue—- Number of Changes Made in 
Decision of Court of Appeals in the 
Case Made Famous by a Twenty* 
nine Million Dollar Fine. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
13.—Following 
the recent action of the circuit court 
of appeals in Chicago in refusing the 
United States government a rehear­ 
ing of the Standard Oil case, made 
famous by its $29,000,000 fine, the de­ 
partment of justice officials decided to 
carry the case to the supreme court 
of the United States. 
The decision was reached 8fter an 
all day conference between A tto rn s 
General Bonaparte and government 
attorneys who have been engaged in 
the case. 
It was found that a numbei 
of changes had been made in the opin­ 
ion of the court of appeals originally 
rendered and that Judge Baker of 
that court had flied a separate concur 
ring opinion which differed materially 
in its reasoning from that of Judge 
Grosscup. 
Applications will be made to the su­ 
preme court for a writ of ceritorari to 
bring up and review the action of the 
circuit court of appeals when that tri­ 
bunal reconvenes on Monday, Nov. 30. 
The following statement was issued 
by the department, following the ad­ 
journing of the final conference: 
“A prolonged conference was held 
at the department of justice with re­ 
spect to the action of the circuit court 
of appeals in Chicago in refusing a 
rehearing of the Standard Oil case. At 
different times during the day Attor­ 
ney General Bonaparte was in consul­ 
tation with Solicitor General Hoyt, 
United States Attorney Sims of Chi­ 
cago and his assistant, Mr. J. H. Wil­ 
kerson, and F. B. Kellogg, special 
counsel in the civil suits against the 
Standard Oil company. It was found 
that a considerable number of changes 
had been made in the opinion of the 
court of appeals originally rendered 
and that Judge Baker of that court 
had flied a separate concurring opin­ 
ion which differed materially in its 
reasoning from that of Judge Gross- 
cup. After a careful consideration of 
all phases of the situation, it was de­ 
termined that an application should 
be made to the supreme court of the 
United States when it reconvenes on 
Monday. Nov. 30, for a writ of cer­ 
tiorari to bring up and review the ac­ 
tion of the circuit court of appeals. 
The necessary papers for this purpose 
will be prepared without delay.”

All the witnesses agreed that the cry­ 
ing need of the field wj-s for new pipe 
lines, the construction of which they 
declared was prevented by ultra-re­ 
strictive federal regulation. 


ABOLISHMENT OF REBATES 


Benefitted Independent Refineries In 
Western Oil Fields. 
New York, Nov. 13.—That stoppage 
of the practice of rebate giving and 
taking as between the railroads and 
oil shippers has made the establishr 
ment and successful operation of in­ 
dependent refineries in the W estern 
oil fields practicable, was the declara­ 
tion of William Geiser, a Kansas oil 
producer, a witness in the hearing of 
• the government’s suit to dissolve the 
Standard Oil company. 
Mr. Geiser’s declaration was made 
on cross-examination after he had de­ 
nied that he was compelled to sell 
his oil to the Prairie Oil and Gas com­ 
pany, an Oklahoma subsidiary of the 
Standard, and take whatever price it 
was willing to pay 
Oil could be sold 


CHARGED WITH TRICKERY. 


Anti-Saloon League Will Entirely Ig­ 
nore the Prohibition Party. 
Des Moinei, la., Nov. 13.—At a Be­ 
rret session of the district convention 
of the Anti-Saloon league it was de 
cided to adopt a policy ignoring the 
Prohibition party entirely. Trickery 
on the part of the Prohibitionists dui* 
ing the recent campaign in Nebraska 
was openly charged. 
It was furthei 
declared *hat amalgamation with the 
Prohibition party had resulted In fail­ 
ure and defeat for the Anti-Saloon 
league in every state where it had 
been attempted. 
State superintendents present as­ 
serted that the Prohibition party was 
their groatest foe in the fight to se­ 
cure the election of legislators favor­ 
able to temperance legislation. The 
liquor interests took advantage of 
this fact, said the league officials, and 
used every means to further split the 
temperance ranks. 
National Superintendent Baker pub­ 
licly denounced the statement to the 
effect that he had received $1,000 from 
John D. Rockefeller for the national 
Anti-Saloon league. 


IN HALLS OF CONGRESS. 


Gompers Would Fight Legislation In 
Imical to Labor. 
Denver, Nov. 13.—At the close oi 
the day’s session of the twenty-eighth 
annual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, President Sam 
uel Gompers, in thanking the speak 
ers of the day, said that he had heard 
since coming to Denver that It was in 
tended by the present session of con 
gress to bass a bill amending the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law in a way detrimen 
tai to the labor movement. He said 
if such an attempt were made he 
would fight it in the halls of congress. 
At the request of Mr. Gompers the 
secretary then read a letter from W. 
J. Bryan, in which he thanked Presi­ 
dent Gompers and the other members 
of the federation for the support given 
him during the recent presidential 
campaign. 
With the exception of two reports 
made at the morning session, the en­ 
tire day was spent in listening to re­ 
ports, fraternal and other addresses.

Ray Lamphere Set Fire to the Gun- 
ness Home and That aa a Result of 
His Act the Woman and Her Three 
Children Were Burned to Death. 
Evidence Mostly Circumstantial. 


Laporte, Ind., Nov. 13.—The intro­ 
duction of evidence in the trial of Ray 
Lamphere for the murder of Mrs. Gun- 
ness and her three children by setting 
fire to the house, will now begin, a 
jury having been secured and State’s 
Attorney 
Smith 
having 
made 
his 
opening statement to the jury before 
the adjournment of court for the day. 
The twelve men accepted are Henry 
Mill, aged sixty-five, retired farmer; 
William 
Glasgow, 
aged 
thirty-four, 
farmer; Jared Drollinger, aged fifty- 
eight, farmer; Richard H. Holland, 
aged fifty-three, farmer; Bruce Mc­ 
Cormick, aged fifty, carpenter; Charles 
Travis, aged forty-eight, farmer; Gif 
ford Hull, aged fifty-six, now town­ 
ship assessor; L. B. Collings, aged 
forty, farmer; Gaylor Jessup, aged 
fifty-eight, farmer; Frank A. Block, 
aged fifty-four, merchant; Charles P. 
Nelson and Joseph Bents. 
Prosecutor Smith’s opening state­ 
ment to the jury consumed an hour 
and in it he went much into details 
as to what he would prove. He took 
occasion early to say: 
“I want to set at rest any Idea that 
we are of necessity trying to fasten 
the crime upon anybody, no m atter 
who it may be. Somebody has been 
murdered, but it is your duty from 
the evidence to determine if Ray Lam* 
phere is the guilty man. The evi­ 
dence will be largely circumstantial. 
There will be some evidence that is 
positive. 
People, when they set out 
to commit a crime, such as burning 
a house, do not start out with a brass 
band.” 
After the reading of the Indictment 
Mr. Smith said: 
Poisoning Not Charged. 
“There has been a lot of talk In the 
questioning by the defense about poi­ 
soning. We charge Ray Lamphere 
with setting fire to Belle Gunness’ 
house. I do not know whether the de­ 
fense will offer the poison theory or 
not, but, the evidence will prove the 
charges as we have made them in the 
indictment. The first element of our 
proof will show that Ray Lamphere 
set fire to the house. The second ele­ 
ment of proof will be that by reason 
of that fire Belle Gunness and her 
three children were burned.” 
After reading the Indiana statute, 
which provides that where a person 
or persons lose their lives in a fire 
wilfully started by another it becomes 
murder in the first degree and is 
punishable by death or life imprison­ 
ment, Prosecutor Smith stated “all we 
are required to show is that the de­ 
fendant set fire to the house and that 
these occupants lost their lives by 
reason of this act.” 
The prosecutor then gave the his­ 
tory of Mrs. Gunness and referred to 
the fact that Mrs. Gunness must have 
engaged 
in 
the wholesale murder 
business for after the fire ten bodies 
were found buried on her farm. The 
prosecutor then took up the acquain­ 
tanceship of Ray Lamphere and Mrs. 
Gunness, related the troubles w'hich 
the two had had and touched* on the 
murder of Andrew Helgeleln of Aber­ 
deen, S. D., who came to Laporte to 
marry Mrs. Gunness and from whom 
Mrs. Gunness secured $3,000 before 
she murdered him. 
Mr. Smith then 
said “Ray Lamphere received part of 
this money and it was over this 
amount that Mrs. Gunness and Lam­ 
phere fell out.” Mr. Smith said that 
the evidence will show that Lamphere 
made remarks to various persons in­ 
dicating his 
Hatred of Mrs. Gunness 
and his intention to do her harm, in­ 
cluding statements that he knew how 
to get money from her. The fear that 
Mrs. Gunness felt for Lamphere was 
touched on and then the prosecutor 
took up the story of the night of the 
fire and what the state would prove. 
He said that by Lamphere’s own 
statement it would be proven that he 
set the alarm clock at Mrs. Smith’s 
house where he spent the night for 
3 o’clock in the morning of April 28, 
and that fifteen or twenty minutes 
later he left there. 
“We will also prove,” continued the 
state’s attorney, “by Lamphere’s own 
statement that he took the road going 
by the Gunness house and that be was 
on the spot when the fire broke out 
shout 4 o’clock.

OVER THREE 
HUNDRED DIE 


Terrible Mine Disaster Occurs 


In Germany. 


THIRTY-FIVE BADLY INJURED 


Thirty-seven Bodies Recovered From 


the Mine in Which a Heavy Explo­ 


sion Occurred— Three Hundred and 


Two Other Men Are Given Up for 


Lost— Only Six Out of Three Hun- 


dren and Eighty Miners Escape In­ 


jury or Death. 


Hamm, Westphalia, Germany, Nov. 
13.—The greatest mine disaster in 
many years in Germany occurred at 
the Rad bod mine, about three miles 
from ibis place. There was a heavy 
explosion in the mine about 4 a. rn. 
and almost Immediately the mine took 
fire. 
Of 380 miners working under­ 
ground at the time, only six escaped 
without injury. Thirty-five were taken 
out badly injured and thirty-seven 
were dead when brought to the mouth 
of the pit. 
The remaining 302 have 
been given up for lost. 
The explosion, which was unusually 
violent, destroyed one of the shafts, 
which had to be partly repaired be­ 
fore the rescue work was begun. In 
addition, the flames and smoke proved 
almost insurmountable obstacles in 
the early efforts of the rescuing par­ 
ties. A special corps, composed of 
the men who rendered such valuable 
aid in the terrible mine disaster at 
Conrrieres, France, in March of 1906, 
arrived upon the scene shortly before 
noon, but were unable to enter the 
mine, being forced to awrait the re­ 
sult of the determined efforts of the 
firemen to keep the flames in check. 
Meantime heartrending scenes were 
being enacted at the mine w'hen the 
dead and injured were brought to the 
surface and there were similar scenes 
in the town when the injured were 
transported through the streets to the 
hospitals. At I o’clock in the after­ 
noon the fire had made great headway 
and later in the afternoon, after a 
consultation of the engineers, it was 
decided that any further attempts to 
rescue tho entombed men were vain, 
owing to the impossibility of entering 
the galleries. At the s^me time, an 
order w as issued to flood the mine. 
First reports indicated that the ac­ 
cident was the result of an explosion 
of coal dust, but the statements of 
the injured men reuder this improb­ 
able and it is not clear just what 
caused it.

Just as Mackay, 
received the money at Miss Otis’ 
home in Forty-sixth place, the police 
officials who had been concealed there 
stepped out and took the woman,into 
custody. It was found she had con­ 
siderable money in her possession. 
This, she explained, she had drawn 
out of the bauk to be used to pay 
the expenses of the detective.
